MEDICAL ASSOCIATIONS. 


The College of Physicians of Philadelphia, 


Hatt NortTueaAst Corner oF THIRTEENTH AND Locust Sts., 


Was incorporated in 1789, and consists of Fellows 
and Associates. The former must be practitioners of 
medicine in good standing, residents of the city of 
Philadelphia, and over twenty-four years of age. The 
latter must be distinguished practitioners of medicine 
residing beyond the limits of the city; they must not 
exceed fifty in number, and twenty of them may be 
foreigners. ‘The objects of this College are to ad- 
vance the science of medicine, and thereby to lessen 
human misery, by investigating the diseases and reme- 
dies which are peculiar to this country; by observing 
the effects of different seasons, climates, and situations 
upon the human body; by recording the changes which 
are produced in disease by the progress of agriculture, 
arts, population, and manners; by searching for medi- 
cines in the American woods, waters, and in the bowels

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of the earth; by enlarging the avenues to knowledge» : 
from the odovere and publications of foreign coun- 
tries; and by cultivating order and uniformity in the — 
eietibe of physic.” (Charter, § 2.) | 

The initiation-fee to the Fellows is fifteen dollars; 
the semi-annual contribution five dollars, payable in ; 
January and July. 

A stated meeting of the College is held on the first 
Wednesday evening of each month. ‘The Library is 
open for the use of the Fellows daily (Sundays ai 
legal holidays excepted), from 11 A.M.to3 P.M. _- 
consists of about 12,500 volumes, comprising full sets 
of many American and foreign periodicals. Over 3000 
of these volumes have been given to the College by — 
Dr. Samuel Lewis, and 2000 were bequeathed to it by 
the late George Ord, Esq. The Museum is open mary 3 
Tuesday, from 4 P.M. to 6 P.M. 

The proceedings of the College are published from 
time to time in the American Journal of the Medical 
Sciences. 

By an agreement with the late Dr. T. D. Miitter, 
the College erected a fire-proof building, their present 
Hall, which was completed in 1863. They came into 
possessiqn, in that year, of Dr. Mutter’s pathological 
‘museum and a large portion of his library, and en- 
gaged to appoint in March, 1864, and every third year 
thereafter, a lecturer, who must deliver three annual 
courses of at least ten lectures each, on some point or 
points connected with surgical pathology. Dr. Har- 
rison Allen is the present appointee.

Its objects 
are “the advancement of knowledge upon all subjects 
connected with the healing art; the elevation of the 
character, and the protection of the proper rights 
and interests of those engaged in the practice of 
medicine.” (Constitution, Art. IT.) 

The initiation fee is five dollars, and the annual 
contribution is thrée dollars. 
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The officers of the Society are a President, two 
Vice-Presidents, a Recording Secretary, a Correspond- 
ing Secretary, a Treasurer, and three Censors, who 

shall be elected by ballot at the stated meeting in 
_ January, and shall serve until their successors are 
elected. 

Stated weetings are held on the first Monday of 
each month, at 4 P.M. 


“ARticLE IX.—The Black Book of the Society shall contain 
such particulars of persons neglecting or refusing to compensate 
their medical attendants according to their ability (viz., names, 
residences, dates of attendance, amounts due, &c. &c.), as shall 
from time to time be transmitted to the Recording Secretary, and 
said book shall be accessible only to members of the Society in 
good standing.” —Constitution and By-Laws, p. 16.

University of Pennsylvania. 
Ninru STREET ABOVE CHESTNUT. 


This Institution was organized in 1749, and received 
its present charter in 1766. It is in the hands of 
twenty-five Trustees, its corporators, of whom the 
Governor of the State is ex officio President. The 
Medical Department, with which alone we are here 
concerned, is supported by the fees paid by students 
attending its Lectures. It is under the control of the 
Medicai Faculty. The class in attendance upon the 
lectures of the Session of 1867-8, numbered 408 matris 
culants; 150 of whom received the degree of Doctor 
of Medicine at the public Commencement held Marc h 
13, 1868. d 

The Session for the Medical Lectures begins on the 
second Monday in October, and ends early in March 
ensuing. 


The Commencement for conferring the Degree a 
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»xetor of Medicine, is held by a special mandamus of 
le Board of Trustees, during the month of March. 
Each candidate for the Degree of Doctor of Medi- 
ne must have attained the age of twenty-one years, 
ve applied himself to the study of Medicine for 
ree years, and been during that time the private 
pil for two years, at least, of a respectable practi- 
mer of Medicine. He must also have attended two

University Dispensary.— The Dispensary of the 
University is open daily, and largely attended by 
patients, who are prescribed for throughout the year; 
it affords an additional opportunity by which each 
student may acquire skill in the diagnosis and treat- 
ment of disease. - 

Surgical Wards.—For the accommodation of such 
patients as require it, two Surgical Wards, with pro- 
per attendants, are provided in the College Building, so 
that capital operations, as lithotomy, amputation, etc., 
are frequently performed, and subsequently dressed 
and prescribed for in the presence of the class. 

Practical Anatomy.—The Dissecting Rooms are 
open in the University throughout the year (except 
July and August), under the superintendence of the 
Professor of Anatomy and the Demonstrator. As 
dissection is now legalized in Pennsylvania, the cost 
of material is very small. 

Practical Surgery.—The Operating Room is open 
during the Session under the supervision of the Pro- 
fessor of Surgery and his Assistants. The application 
of Bandages, the treatment of Fractures, and all Sur- 
gical Operations, can be here practised by each stu- 
* dent upon the cadaver. Instruments, splints, and 
bandages are supplied free of cost.

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Jefferson Medical College 


Was chartered April 7, 1826, as a branch of Jefferson 
College, Canonsburg, Pa.; created a separate and in- 
dependent body corporate, under the name, style, and 
title of “The Jefferson Medical College of Philadel- 
phia,” with the same powers and restrictions as the 
University of Pennsylvania, April 12, 1838. 

Its funds are derived from the fees paid by the stu- 
dents attending the lectures. 

The college building is situated in Tenth Street, 
above Walnut, and contains, besides the lecture-rooms, 
wards fitted up for the accommodation of patients 

operated on at the surgical clinics, an extensive patho- 

logical museum, and a dissecting-room. The last 
session (1867-8) was attended by 353 matriculates, 
159 of whom received the degree of Doctor of Medicine 
at the public commencement in March, 1868. 

Regulations.—The session commences on the second 
Monday of October. 

The examinations are so arranged as to permit the 
commencement for conferring degrees to be held as 
early in March as is practicable. There is likewise an 
examination of candidates for graduation during the 
first week of July. The degrees are conferred on the 
candidates who are successful at this examination, at 
the annual commencement following. 

The candidate must be of good moral character, and 
at least twenty-one years of age. He must have at- 
tended at least two full sessions of lectures in some regu-

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lar and respectable medical school, one of which, the | 


last, shall have been in this College, and must exhibit 
his tickets, or other adequate evidence thereof, to the 
dean of the faculty. : 

He must have studied medicine for not less than 
three years, and have attended at least one course of 


clinical instruction in an institution approved by the - 


faculty. He must present to the dean of the faculty a 
thesis of his own composition, correctly written, and 
in his own handwriting, on some medical subject; and 
exhibit to the faculty, at his examination, satisfactory 
evidence of his professional attainments. 

The degree will not be conferred on any candidate 
who absents himself from the public commencement 
without the special permission of the faculty. 


The hours of attendance at the clinics of this Col-— 


lege, held during the winter, spring, and autumn, are 
so arranged as to permit the students to attend the 
clinics at the Pennsylvania Hospital and the Philadel- 
phia Hospital.

Was incorporated in 1822, “for the purpose of culti- 
vating, improving, and making known a knowledge 
of Pharmacy, its collateral branches of science, and 
the best modes of preparing medicines and their com- 
pounds, and of giving instruction in the same by 
public lectures.” (Preamble to Charter.) 

Its officers are a President and two Vice-Presidents, 
a Secretary and Treasurer, elected annually; who, 
with sixteen Trustees, eight of whom are elected in 
March and eight in September, constitute a Board for 
the control of the affairs of the College. 

It is supported by the initiation fees and contribu- 
tions of its members; the school connected with it, 
by the fees paid‘by students. 

The members of the College are resident, associate, 
and honorary. Any graduate in Pharmacy, conform- 
ing in his professional conduct to the code of ethics, 
may be elected a resident member by the Board of 
Trustees. Non-graduates who have served a regular 
apprenticeship, and conforming as above, may in like 
manner be elected after. passing an examination before 
a Committee; or, after being established in business 
for at least six years, may be elected by the College 
on the recommendation of the Board. — | 

The initiation fee is five dollars; the annual contri-| 
bution is also five dollars. be ey 

The associate members are druggists and pharma- 
ceutists residing in any part of the United States, and | 
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‘elected under the same restrictions as resident mem- 
‘bers; one payment of twenty-five dollars is Peres 
of each person so elected. 

_ he honorary members are elected by ballot by the | 
College, on the recommendation of four members; 
they are “such persons as, from their knowledge of 
“Materia Medica, Pharmacy, and their collateral | 
‘branches of science, shall in the opinion of the 
' College, merit that distinction.” 

Associate and honorary members have the same 
' privileges as resident members, except that they have 
no right to vote or to hold office in the institution. 

Every member of the College, on payment of one 
dollar, is entitled to a certificate of membership, to 
be returned on his ceasing to be a member. 

The School of Pharmacy is under the control of the 
Board of Trustees, who appoint Professors to lecture 
on Materia Medica, Chemistry, Theory and Practice 
of Pharmacy, and other branches of science; also a 
Committee on Examinations, who, in conjunction with 
the Professors, decide as to the fitness of candidates 
for the degree. Upon the recommendation of the 
Committee, the Board may, by vote, confer the degree 
of Graduate in Pharmacy. 

Business meetings of the College are held on the 
last Mondays in March and September; pharma- 
ceutical meetings, on the first Tuesday in every month 
from October to March. 

The members and graduates of the College are 


entitled to attend and participate in the proceedings, 
na 
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and to bring with them any strangers interested in 
Pharmacy and its kindred sciences. _ 

Contributions of rare and curious products are 
solicited, as also original papers, designed for publica- 
tion or otherwise, the object being to excite and keep 
alive, among all who participate in the meetings, an 
interest in the progress and improvement of the 
science and art of Pharmacy.. 

A journal of such transactions of the College as 
may be ordered for publication, of original essays and 
of selections from scientific periodicals and books, is 
published bi-monthly. It is called The American 
Journal of Pharmacy. 

The branches taught in the School of Pharmacy are 
General Chemistry, Practical Pharmacy, and Materia 
Medica. Two lectures on each branch are delivered 
every week, from the first of October to the first of 
March; thus making a full five months’ course. The 
lecture nights are Monday, Wednesday, and Friday; 
and two lectures, one at 7 o’clock and one at 8 o’clock, 
are delivered upon each. 

The class in attendance during the session of 1867-8 
numbered 152; of whom 48 took the degree of Gradu- 
ate in Pharmacy at the commencement held in March, 
1868. 

Qualifications for Graduation.—Every person upon 
whom a diploma of this College shall be conferred, 
past be of good moral character, must have arrived 
at the age of twenty-one years, have attended two 
courses of each of the lectures delivered in the College, 
or one course in the College, and one course in some 
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other respectable college of pharmacy; or when there 
is no such college organized in his locality, in some 
other respectable (medical) institution in which the 
same branches are taught; and have served out an 
apprenticeship of at least four years, with a person or 
persons qualified to conduct the drug or the apothecary 
business; at least three years and three months of 
which must have expired before the examination—of 
which circumstance he must produce sufficient evidence 
to the Board of Examiners. 

He shall also be required to produce an original dis- 
sertation, or thesis, upon some subject of the materia 
medica, pharmacy, chemistry, or one of the branches 
of science immediately connected therewith, which 
shall be written with neatness and accuracy. The 
thesis, with the evidence of apprenticeship and diploma 
fee, shall be deposited with the senior professor of the 
school, on or before the twentieth of February of the 
session in which the application shall be made. He 
must also be recommended in writing by the Com- 
mittee of Examination and the Professors jointly, 
and if his application be finally approved of by the 
Board of Trustees, he shall receive the diploma of the 
College.

Chartered by the Legislature of Pennsylvania, April 23, 1863. 


This Institution was established by the private enter- 
prise of the first members of the Faculty (Professors 
C. A. Kingsbury, Thomas Wardle, J. H. MeQuillen, 
J. Foster Flagg, and Henry Morton). The fees of the 
students in attendance upon the lectures are the only 
source of support. : ‘ 

During the five years which the College has been in 
operation the classes have increased from eleven stu. 
dents (the number in attendance upon the first session) 
to a matriculation list of seventy. Those in attend- 
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ance have been not only from all sections of our own 
country, but from Germany, England, the British 
Provinces, Cuba, etc. 

The Dispensary and Laboratory of the College are 
opened in the middle of October, and preliminary 
lectures delivered daily during the remainder of the 
month. The regular Session of the Institution com- 
mences on the first of November, and continues until 
the close of the ensuing February. 

With the view of combining theoretical and prac- 
tical instruction, four hours of each day are devoted 
to attendance upon the lectures, which are amply 
illustrated by valuable anatomical (comprising a rare 
collection of specimens in human and comparative 
anatomy, papier-maché manikins, models in wood, 
drawings, wet and dry preparations), pathological, 
and mineralogical specimens, ‘and the philosophical 
and chemical apparatus of the incumbents of the va- 
rious chairs; vivisections on the lower animals, and 
the microscopic examination of the various tissues, 
are also made use of. In addition to the lectures, four 
hours are spent in actual practice by the students, 
under the supervision of the Demonstrators. 

The DispENsARY is furnished with an ample supply 
of well-constructed and comfortable operating chairs, 
so arranged as to command the best light. To these 
the students are assigned in regular order by the 

Demonstrator. Each student has a table and separate 
drawer for his instruments, which, with the exception 
of those to be used in extracting teeth, he is expected 


to procure.

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The Laporatory is a large and well-lighted room, 
with the most thorough and complete appliances for 
the construction of everything which properly apper- 
tains to mechanical dentistry. 

A sufficient number of patients present themselves 
at the clinic to insure the acquirement of a wide 
experience on the part of the students, while every 
opportunity is afforded in the dispensary and labora- 
tory for obtaining a practical knowledge of operative 
and mechanical dentistry. The services rendered are 
gratuitous. 

Qualifications for Graduation.—The candidate 
must be of good moral character, and not less than 
twenty-one years of age. He must have had two 
years’ private tuition, and have attended two full 
courses of lectures in a respectable dental or medical 
college, one of which shall have been in this institu- 
tion; but written evidence of having had five years’ 
practice in dentistry, inclusive of pupilage, will be 
regarded as equivalent to one course of lectures. He 
must present to the Dean a thesis on some subject 
relating to dental theory or practice; demonstrate to 
the Professor of Operative and Mechanical Dentistry 
his ability to perform dental requirements in these 
departments; deposit a specimen of mechanical den- 
tistry, made by him in the institution, in the museum 
of the College; and submit to an examination by the 
faculty, upon which, if found competent, he shall 
receive the degree of Doctor of Dental Surgery.

This Institution was founded in 1852, and assumed’ 
its present organization in 1856. Its regular sessions 
begin on the first Monday in November, and continue 
until the Ist of March. / 

Qualifications for Graduation.—The candidate must. 
be twenty-one years of age. He must have studied 
under a private preceptor at least two years, including 
his course of instruction at the College. Attendance 
on two full courses of lectures in this Institution will 
be required, but satisfactory evidence of having at- 
tended one full course of lectures in any respectable 
dental or medical school, will be considered equivalent 
to the first course of lectures in this College. Also 
satisfactory evidence of having been in practice five 
years, inclusive of term of pupilage, will be considered 
equivalent to the first course of lectures. 

The candidate for graduation must prepare a thesis 
upon some subject connected with the theory or prac- 
tice of dentistry. He must treat thoroughly some > 
patient requiring all the usual dental operations, and 
bring such patient before the Professor of Operative 
Dentistry. He must, also, take up at least one arti- 
ficial case, and after it is completed, bring his patient 
before the Professor of Mechanical Dentidiags He 
must, alsoyprepare a specimen case to be deposited in 
the College collection. The operations must be per- 
formed, and the work in the artificial cases done at the 
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College building. He must also undergo an examina- 
tion by the Faculty, when, if found qualified, he shall 
be recommended to the Board of Trustees; and, if 
approved by them, shall receive the degree of Doctor 
of Dental Surgery. 

_ Candidates for Graduation who have not Attended 
Lectures.—Dentists who have been in continued prac- 
tice since 1852, are eligible to be candidates for gradua- 
tion without attendance on lectures. The candidate 
for graduation must present satisfactory evidence of 
his having been in practice for the allotted time, also 
of his good standing in the profession. He must pre- 
fee a thesis upon some subject connected with the 
theory or practice of dentistry. He must present 
specimens of his workmanship. He must undergo a 
satisfactory examination by the Faculty, on each of 
the branches taught by them; when, if qualified, he 
shall be recommended to the Board of Trustees, and 
if approved, shall receive the degree of Doctor of Den- 
tal Surgery. Of this class of graduates, the matricu- 
lation and diploma fee only are required.

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SECTION III. 
HOSPITALS. 


The Pennsylvania Hospital. 


This venerable Institution was founded in 1750, and 
chartered in 1751, the corporators being styled “* The 
Contributors to the Pennsylvania Hospital.” Dr. 
Franklin, then a member of the Provincial Assembly, 
greatly aided in the benevolent scheme. The Hospital 
derives its support from voluntary contributions; 
some of the patients pay board, but the amount so 
received is trifling compared with the expenditures. 
It is situated on the square between Eighth and 
Ninth, and Spruce and Pine Streets, the entrance 
being on Highth Street. ; 

The Contributors (who become such on the pay- 
ment of thirty dollars to the Institution) meet an- 
nually on the first Monday in May, to elect a Board. 
of twelve Managers and a Treasurer. These Managers 
have charge of the affairs, not only of the Hospital in 
the city, but also of that for the insane in the country. 
They elect all the officers except the Treasurer. 
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The Medical Staff of the Hospital in town consists 
of four Attending Physicians, four Attending Sur- 
geons, and three Resident Physicians—two in the sur- 
gical wards, and one in the medical. The term for each 
resident is eighteen months. An apothecary lives in 
the house, and has charge of the preparation and dis- 
pensing of medicines. All of these gentlemen, except 
the last named, render their services gratuitously. 
Two of the surgeons are on duty at a time, for a term 
of six months; the physicians serve singly for periods 
of three months. Each physician and surgeon pays a 
daily visit in the forenoon. Clinical lectures are de- 
livered by them in the amphitheatre, from 10 A.M. to 
12 M. on Wednesdays and Saturdays of each week. 

Each physician and surgeon of the Hospital has the 
privilege of introducing, not exceeding eight of his 
pupils at one time, to observe the practice of the Hos- 
pital, and have the use of the Library, subject to the 
regulations of the attending Managers. Other stu- 
dents must pay two dollars for these opportunities ; 
the money so collected being used for the increase of 
the Library. 

The Library contains between twelve and thirteen 
thousand volumes, and is accessible to students at- 
tending the practice of the house, after the clinical 
lectures, as well as to all others who may have paid 
twenty-five dollars for this right for life. 

_ Admission and Discharge of Patients.—Persons 
accidentally wounded or otherwise injured are re- 
ceived at all hours, subject to such rules on the matter 
6 
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as the Managers may from time to time enact; pro- 
vided always, that the accident or injury happen in 
Pennsylvania, and the patient is brought to the Hos- 
pital within twenty-four hours after its occurrence. — - 

The number of ‘patients to be admitted on the 
charity of the institution in this Hospital is now 
limited to eighty-five, exclusive of recent accidents as 
above. . 

These are distributed as follows:— a 

The men’s medical ward is limited to twenty beds 
for poor patients. ; 

The women’s medical ward is limited to twenty-five 
beds for poor patients. 

The men’s surgical wards are limited to twenty 
beds for poor patients, exclusive of recent accidents. 

The women’s surgical ward is limited to twenty 
beds for poor patients, exclusive of recent accidents. 

Room must always be reserved in the surgical 
wards for the reception of cases of accident; and if 
these increase beyond the capacity of the wards, the 
number of other poor patients must be reduced in 
proportion. 

The physician and surgeon on duty have the power 
of admitting poor or charity patients in their respect- 
ive wards, to the numbers above respectively allotted 
to each ward, subject to the general rules governing 
the admission of patients into this Hospital. The 
admission in all cases must be by printed certificate 
of name, age, place of nativity, occupation, whether 
married or single, and of the disease—under the signa- 
ture of the doctor admitting. Whenever practicable, 
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the doctor admitting must also require security for the 
clothing of the patient, and his or her removal when 
discharged, from some friend or relation of the appli- 
eant, or refer the parties to the Steward for that 
purpose. e 
¥ No person having any infectious or contagious dis- 
ease can be admitted into the Hospital. 
No person can be admitted on the charity of the 
institution whose case is judged to be incurable. 
> Pay patients may be admitted by the Steward, on 
the certificate of a Hospital physician, at the rates 
hereinafter established. _ 
% No person having a syphilitic disease, or mania-a- 
‘pota, can be admitted as a charity patient; or at a 
ower rate of board than four dollars per week for the 
former, and seven dollars for the latter. These charges 
‘are variable according to the ability of the patient or 
his friends to pay. 
The lowest rate of board for pay patients (except as 
above) is $3.50 per week. 
| All pay patients are required to give good security 
for the payment of their board. | : 
All patients are to be discharged as soon as they 
are cured; and all charity patients whose cases, after 
a reasonable time of trial, shall be judged incurable, 
are to be discharged. — 
_ Sailors who have had their wages taxed for the 
Hospital fund, are admitted, as to other hospitals, 
upon an order from the Collector of the Port. 
The whole number of patients admitted since the

or older one is devoted to female patients, the western 
one, opened in 1859, to males. 

_ Admission of Patients.—All classes of insane per- 
sons, without regard to the duration of the disease 
or of its curability, are admitted into this Institution. 
Idiots, however, it may be stated, are not received ; 


and for the epileptic, a special agreement should be 
made. 


Cases of mania-d-potti are not received Into this 
Hospital ; but into that in the city, exclusively.

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Preparatory to the reception of a patient, it is 
necessary to arrange the rate of board, ete., with a 
member of the Board of Managers, and to furnish a 
certificate of the patient’s insanity from some respecta- 
ble graduate of medicine, with a request from a near 
relative or friend that the individual may be received 
into the Institution. A full and detailed history of 
each case is also particularly requested. _ 

For the payment of board, and removal of a patient 
when discharged, security is always required from 
some responsible resident of the city of Philadelphia. 
Payment for board is always to be made quarterly in 
advance; and if the patient is removed uncured, 
before the expiration of the first three months, and 
contrary to the advice and consent of the Superin- 
tending Physician, board is always required for thir- 
teen weeks; otherwise, the charge is only for the time 
actually passed in the Hospital, provided that time is 
more than four weeks. | 

Interest will be charged on bills not paid till after 
the expiration of the quarter. 

Large chambers and private attendants can always 
be supplied, if desired by the friends of the patients. 

Before any patient can be admitted into this Hospi- 
tal, a request in writing to that effect from some near 
relative or friend, and a certificate of the patient’s 
insanity signed by a respectable graduate of medicine, 
is in all cases required. 

A limited number of insane persons in indigent cir- 
cumstances, whose cases are recent, and such as are 
believed to offer a fair chance of cure, may be admitted’ 
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‘as patients by the Attending Managers for a period ° 
not exceeding three months for each case, and treated 
without any charge. If promising favorably, and on 
the recommendation of the Physician, the period may 
be extended at the discretion of the Board. Security 
for the removal of such patients when discharged, and 
for their clothing whilst in the Hospital, is required 
of some responsible resident of the city of Philadel- 
phia, or its vicinity. The number of these patients 
is from time to time regulated ‘by the Board of Mana- 
gers, and is now fixed at forty-six. 

Regulations for the Admission of Visitors.—The 
Board of Managers, recognizing the duty of shielding 
the insane from all improper exposure, and regarding 
their right of protection from the gratification of an 
idle curiosity on the part of strangers, just as great, 
while residents of a hospital, as in their own dwell- 
ings, have adopted the following regulations for the 
admission of visitors :— 

Visitors are not to be admitted before 10 o’clock 
A.M., after sunset, nor on the first day of the week. 
They are not to be admitted on the afternoon of 
Seventh day (Saturday) unless on special business 
with the Attending Managers, or one of the officers 
of the house. 

All parts of the Hospital not oceupied by patients 
‘may be shown and explained during the hours for the 
admission of visitors. | 

No visitor, unless in company with a Manager, can 
be taken into the wards, without permission from the 
Physician to the Hospital, or in his absence, from the 
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«Assistant Physician; and when visitors are allowed 
to enter the wards, they must always be accompanied — 
by one of these officers, by the Steward or Matron, | 
or by some person delegated by the physician for the 
purpose. 

As this Hospital cannot be allowed to become a 
resort for idle curiosity, it is hoped that the friends of 
patients, and all others, will carefully avoid prolong- 
ing their visits unnecessarily. And those employed 
in the care of the patients or in the domestic depart- 
ments are to avoid inviting company to the Hospital. 

The Pleasure Railroads and other contrivances for 
the amusement of the patients, are not to be used by 
visitors ; nor are they to enter the museums or to pass 
through the pleasure grounds, except by special per- 
mission. 

It is expressly forbidden to furnish any inmate of 
this Hospital with tobacco in any form; or to deliver 
to, or receive from a patient, any letter, parcel, or 
package, without the knowledge and approbation of 
the Physician. | 

Funds for the use of the patients are to be placed | 
in the hands of the Stewards, to be used only under 
the direction of the Physician.

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Friends’ Asylum for the Insane, 
FRANKFORD (23D WARD), PHILADELPHIA, 
Is an unincorporated Institution, supported by 
members of the Society of Friends. 

Its legal title is ‘* The Contributors to the Asylum 
for the Relief of Persons deprived of the Use of their 
Reason.’’ 

It was founded about the year 1814, and the first 
patients were admitted in May, 1817. 

It is supported by contributions, donations, and 
‘legacies, and by income received for the board of 
‘patients. It has no endowment, but is aided to a 
limited extent by funds bequeathed for the special -pur- 
pose, the income arising from which is applied to re- 

ducing the charge to patients in limited circumstances. 
It has never beenaided by any appropriation from either 
city or State. The Institution is open for the recep- 
tion of all classes of the insane, without regard to the 
duration or curability of the disease. It is proper to 
state, however, that idiots or persons affected with 
mania-a-potti are not considered suitable subjects for 
this asylum. 

Its use was at first limited to members of the Society 
of Friends, but for many years past all religious de- 
nominations are admitted to participation in its bene- 
fits on equal terms with those for whom it was origi- 
nally designed. 

The government of the Asylum is vested in a Board 

of eighteen Managers, including a Secretary and a 
Treasurer. The officers appointed by the Board are

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a Medical Superintendent, an Assistant Physician 
(now vacant), and a Matron. 

For the admission of patients application may be 
made to any of the Managers, or to the Superintendent 
at the Institution.

This is a general hospital, supported by interest 
from moneys invested (received by bequest or dona- 
tion), contributions from churches and individuals for 
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the maintenance of free beds, board paid by patients, 
together with thanksgiving offerings, and annual and 
special contributions. 

| It is under the control of a Board of twenty-four 
Managers, besides the Protestant Episcopal Bishop of 
the Diocese, who is ex-officio their President. The 
‘contributors, who become such by paying fifty dollars 
at one time into the treasury of the hospital, choose 
every year eight gentlemen, to serve as Managers for 
a three years term. 

The Board of Managers choose annually four Attend- 
ing Surgeons and four Attending Physicians, to serve 
each for three months in his turn. Three Resident 
Physicians, serving eighteen months each, and an 
Apothecary, constitute the rest of the Medical Staff. 
The Senior Resident Physician has charge of the Dis- 
pensary. 

One ward, founded by bequest of Miss Grasby, and 
called the ‘‘Hannah Ward,” is for the reception of 
patients with diseases of the chest; the receipts from 
the fund maintain at present ten patients. 

Any individual or any church may, by the annual 
payment of two hundred and fifty dollars, acquire the 
right to one bed in the hospital, for a case, curable or 
incurable, provided that such case requires medical or 
surgical care, does not call for more than ordinary 
attendance, and is of such a nature as not to disturb 
the peace and quietness of the other patients. These 
beneficiaries are admitted upon orders from the parties 
maintaining the beds, or their agents. 

Persons suffering from acute disease not contagious

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or infectious, may be admitted by an order from the 
physician or surgeon on duty. ‘Recent accidents” 
are admitted at once, if brought to the hospital within 
twenty-four hours after the receipt of injury. 


Sailors are admitted on the account of the Collector |

the Dispensary, in the basement, daily (Sundays ex- 
cepted), in the forenoon.

In addition to the public wards, there are a number 
of handsomely furnished private rooms, which can be 
procured at various prices, by persons desirous of 
extra accommodations, where they can enjoy all the 
‘comforts of a well-regulated home, together with all 
‘the benefits to be derived from such an institution. 
The patients in those private rooms have the privi- 
lege of selecting their own medical attendant. Phy- 
‘sicians and surgeons, who may-have patients at hotels, 
| boarding-houses, or private houses, can avail them- 
selves of this opportunity by sending such patients to 
this Institution, where they are certain to receive that 
skilful nursing, tender care, and ceaseless attention 
‘which are the distinguishing characteristics of the 
Sisters of Charity; known now all over the world for 
‘their kindness, philanthropy, self-sacrificing devoted- 
| ness to the interests of religion and suffering humanity. 
' Although this Hospital is ranked among the Catho- 
lic charities of this city, still patients of all creeds 
and climes (except such as are afflicted by contagious 
diseases) are admitted, and the inmates (if they desire —

The building occupied by this Institution was pur- 
shased at a cost of $30,000, two-thirds of which were 
raised by donations, while the rest remains on mort- 
gage. The Hospital is supported entirely by the con- 
tributions of the charitable, obtained mainly through 
an active society of German ladies, styling itself “ The 
St. Mary’s Hospital Association.” 3 

There are 80 beds, 65 of which are now occupied. 

All cases of serious recent accident are received 
without charge, and a limited number of obstetric 
cases are taken at a small rate of board. Ten free 
beds for worthy indigent sick are reserved and sup- 
ported by the Sisters; but though this number has 
‘been specified, admittance has never been refused 
Ito deserving applicants because of inability to pay.

Incorporated April, 1860. Opened November, 1866. 


The members of this corporation are such persons 
as may be elected by ballot, pay five dollars admission, 
and three dollars annually ; fifty dollars paid in in one 
sum constitutes a lifemember; one thousand dollars 
constitutes a life-member, with a right to have con- 
stantly one patient in the wards. Corporators who 
are “citizens above the age of twenty-one years” are 
eligible as managers. 

Any association or corporation, paying in one 
hundred dollars or more in one sum, may acquire 
one vote at the annual election. Every charitable, 
beneficial, or other corporation or association, con- 
tributing with the assent of the Board of Managers 
the sum of fifteen hundred dollars, is entitled to have 
one of its sick members constantly in the wards on 
its recommendation, and on payment of the further 
sum of one hundred and fifty dollars annually, such 
association or corporation has the privilege of the 
admission of another patient. 

On the last Wednesday in December of each year, 
the corporators elect eight Managers, to serve a three 
years’ term. By the twenty-four Managers thus 
appointed, the medical officers are chosen; they must 
‘speak the German language with facility.” - 

Patients are admitted without exclusion of country, 
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ereed, or color. The hospital has accommodations for 
fifty. 

- Patients, to be admitted into the Hospital (except 
in cases of recent accident), must be residents of the 
city of Philadelphia, or immigrants who have not 
acquired a permanent residence; if poor, they are 
treated gratuitously. : 

- For pay patients the charge is four to six dollars 
per week, or more in special cases, as decided by 
agreement between the applicant and the Steward, 
with the consent of the Visiting Committee. Pay-. 
ment must be made, or security given, for four weeks 
in advance. Unmarried persons, by regular monthly 
“payments of twenty-five cents, can acquire the right 
‘of free admission to the Hospital in case of sickness. 
The right is lost by three consecutive failures to pay 
athe contributions. 

German patients are admitted in preference to 
others; no one is admitted with infectious, pestilen- 
tial, or incurable disease. 

One-tenth of the beds in the Hospital are reserved 
for the poor. Such persons are required to render 
such service as they are fit for, if called upon. 

A distinct ward is assigned to colored persons. 

_ Visiting days for the friends of patients, Sundays 
and Thursdays, from 10 A.M. to 2 P.M. Special

The Jewish Hospital of Philadelphia. 


WESTMINSTER AVENUE AND HAVERFORD ROAD. 


The society was organized on the 19th of February, 
1865, and the Hospital opened for patients August 6, 
1866. It is supported by the Jewish Hospital Asso- 
ciation (an incorporated society whose members pay 
five dollars per annum), and such private contributions 
from them and others as may be received from time 
to time. It has never had any appropriations from 
city or State. Though sectional in name, it is ope 
free to all applicants, without reference to religious 
belief. Its managers know no distinction in birth or 
religion, but admit all the suffering who apply, free of 
charge, if unable to pay. If they are willing to pay, 
the charge is five dollars per week. The object of the 
Hospital is to secure to people of the Jewish faith 
certain regulations in reference to diet and observance 
of Sabbath which they cannot obtain in other insti- 
tutions. ‘Those seeking the benefits of the Hospital 
must present a physician’s certificate, stating their 
disease, to the Visiting Committee of the month, who 
thereupon furnish the applicant with a permit to the 
Resident Physician, who admits the patient after 
examination. »

The Preston Retreat, 


HAMILTON STREET BETWEEN TWENTIETH AND TWENTY-FIRST STs. 
Founded in 1836. 

This institution, which is supported by an income 
from estates left by the late Dr. Jonas Preston, is a 
lying-in charity for married women of good character, 
but in indigent circumstances, who are near the time 
of their confinement, where they may be received and 
provided with proper obstetric aid for their delivery, 
and with suitable attendance and comforts during the 
period of their convalescence. It has accommodations 
for about forty patients. 3 

The use of the building was for many years allowed. 
to the Managers of the “ Foster Home Association.” 

8* 
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It was first opened as a lying-in hospital in 1865, 
and during that year received 40 patients. In 1867 
there were 65 admissions. Up to June, 1868, 150 in- 
mates have enjoyed the benefits of the institution. 

Patients are admitted about two weeks before the | 
expected time of their confinement, and are allowed — 
four weeks in which to convalesce. Since each apph- 
cant is required to give references as to character, and 
furnish other proofs of her respectability, and, after 
becoming an inmate, is under observation for at least 
six weeks, this institution is enabled to supply the 
community with healthy and reliable wet-nurses. 

Women desiring to enter this institution as patients 
are requested to make personal application at the Re- 
treat at least one month before the expected time of 
their confinement. Applications for admission can 
be made upon any day of the week from 7 to 10 A. M., 
and from 1 to 3 o’clock P. M.

This hospital is supported by the city, and, like the 
Almshouse, of which it is a department, is under the 
charge of the “ Board of Guardians for the Relief and 
Employment of the Poor of the City of Philadelphia.” 
‘It embraces medical, surgical, and obstetrical wards, 
‘together with a Children’s Asylum. The Insane Hos- 
pital is under the charge of a Medical Superintendent, 
with an assistant. The medical staff of the estab- 
_ lishment comprises four surgeons, five physicians, four 
accoucheurs, eleven resident physicians, a recording 
clerk, a curator, and a microscopist. 

Out-door relief is afforded to the poor upon applica- 
tion to the visitors of the various districts, or to any 
of the Guardians. For admission into the Almshouse 
application may be made at the city office, or at the 
institution itself. 

In order to exhibit the mode of working of this en- 
tire system, the following extracts from the rules 
adopted by the Board in 1861 are given :— 


Physicians and Apothecartes for the Out-Door Poor. 


At the request of a Guardian or Visitor, the physician for the 
district shall attend each and every case of whatever nature or 
kind it may be, that requires medical assistance. He shall direct 
the necessary medicines to be prepared by the apothecary of his 
district, and shall bleed whenever that operation is necessary. | 

The physician shall, when notified by a Guardian or Visitor, 
examine any applicant for relief, and give a certificate of the appli- 
cant’s state of health, and ability to procure a livelihood. 
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The physician shall, immediately after the receipt of a Guardian 
or Visitor’s order, visit the pauper, and continue to attend until 
the termination of the case; he shall make immediate written re- 
port to the Visitor of the district of such cases as, in his opinion, 
do not require public aid, and shall, once in every month, report 
to the Visitor the number and condition of the patients under his 
care during the past month. 

Each physician shall annually report to the Board of Guardians, 
at the first stated meeting in July, a list of all the sick placed under 
his charge during the past year, in the prescribed form. 

The out-door apothecaries shall furnish medicines from their own 
stock, in compounding and preparing prescriptions ordered by the 
out-door physicians. The prescriptions shall be placed ona file, and 
at the expiration of each quarter, a bill with the vouchers shall be 
furnished to the apothecary of the house, who shall compute their 
value at wholesale prices, and submit the same to the Hospital 
Committee for approval, previous to being presented to the Com- 
mittee on accounts. It is to be understood that the salary paid to 
_ out-door apothecaries is a full consideration for services rendered, 
_and the medicines furnished by them shall be at cost prices. 

Upon any application for an order of admission into the Alms- 
house, or to.an out-door physician for medical attendance, it shall 
be the duty of the Visitor to carefully examine into the case, and, 
if satisfied of its necessity, he may grant an order accordingly, re- 
porting to the Board of Visitors all orders given for medical attend- 
ance, except cases of bastardy, which shall be referred to the out- 
door agent. 

Is shall be the duty of the Visitor, before giving an order for 
admission into the Institution of any person alleged to be insane, 
to require the certificate of a respectable physician that the person 
for whose admission the application is made is really insane, and 
that restraint and medical treatment are necessary for his or her 
recovery, which certificate, with the order, shall be transmitted to 
the house agent; and he shall furthermore report such facts as he 
may be able to obtain, with regard to the patient’s former life and 
habits, and the causes which led to his or her insanity,

It shall be the duty of the Visitor, when application is made to 
him for the interment of a poor person, to inquire into the necessity 
of the case; and should he judge it proper, he shall then give an 
order upon the out-door agent to provide for their burial. 

Visitors shall ascertain whether there are any children relieved 
by them, or belonging to parents by them relieved, who have not 
been vaccinated, and if they find any such, they shall require that 
application be made to the vaccine physician of the district, to 
have it done immediately; and if the parent or nurse should re- 
fuse or neglect to comply with the request, the temporary relief 
granted them shall be withheld. 

The Visitors shall devote their whole time to the duties of their 
office, and they shall follow no other business or occupation with- 
out the permission of the Board. 

Visitors shall have authority, after careful examination, to nes 
orders for sending to the asylum, foundling and destitute children. 
Such orders shall specify the name and age of the child, and the 
names of the parents of such children, as far as can be ascertained, 
with other particulars of the case, and every order shall be accom- 
panied by a certificate from some respectable physician, that the 
child is free from any contagious disease. : 


Rules and Regulations for Hospital and Insane Department. 


The Hospital shall be called ‘‘ The Philadelphia Hospital,” and 
the Insane Department shall be called “‘ The Insane Department of 
the Philadelphia Hospital.” ! 

No patient shall be placed in any of the medical or surgical 
wards of the Hospital, until he or she shall have been seen and 
examined by the attending, or resident physicians, and no person 
shall be admitted or confined in the Insane Department, unless the 
Resident Physician thereof shall first have certified that, on exa- 
mination, the person for whose admission application is made ig 
insane, or deprived of the use of his reason, and on that account 
is a suitable subject; and all such admissions shall also be subse- 
quently examined by the Committee on Insane Department, and 
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jie necessary blanks shall be printed in accordance with the above 
Lyule. 

|| No pauper shall be employed as nurse in the Hospital, Insane 
| Dyepartment, or Children’s Asylum, and the committees having 
|sspecial charge of said departments are requested to employ persons 
for nurses of known integrity, and steady and temperate habits, 
and for a reasonable compensation. 

No cooking shall be done in any of the wards of the Hospital or 
Insane department, and one principal cook shall be appointed for 
the kitchen in the men’s and another for the kitchen in the women’s 
division, with a suitable number of assistants; the diet for each 
ward shall be fixed before nine o’clock A. M., of each day, in order 
to allow time for the preparation of the articles of diet, and no 
food shall enter the wards, except by the direct order of the phy- 
sicians having charge of the wards. 

The gates separating the yards of the different ek of 
the institution from those of the men’s and women’s Almshouses, 
shall be kept constantly closed and locked. 

The keeper of the outside Hospital gate is directed not to suffer 
ingress or egress to any person, except a sick pauper and the 
person accompanying, without a special order from a Guardian, 
attending Physicians of the Medical Board, Steward, or Matron. 

The wines and liquors used for medical purposes, in the Hospital 
Department shall be placed under the charge of the Storekeeper, 
and given out only on prescription from the attending Physicians 
of the medical department, and the Storekeeper to keep a book to ° 
show the quantity and kind of liquor received and distributed by 

him, and lay the same before the Committee on Hospital, weekly. 
| The convalescent patients, and those afflicted with chronic dis- 
eases, shall not be permitted to visit the other paupers in the 
establishment, and all intercourse between the two classes is 
strictly prohibited. 

With a view to uniformity and certainty in regard to medicines, 
all preparations of a standing kind shall be according to the for- 
mule of the United States Pharmacopeeia. 

_ All pauper patients in the Hospital or Insane Department, who

are capable of performing labor, shall be sent daily to the Howe 
of Employment. y 

In order that the diet books shall always exhibit a fair statn 
ment of the diet of the wards, it shall be the duty of the attendir. 
Physicians of the Medical Board in charge, to write out at larg! 
the diet of the medical wards every day, and of the other wards 
every Tuesday and Friday, and to revise and date these on the 
intermediate days. The Storekeeper shall not regard any diet 
book not signed and dated by. the attending Physician of the 
Medical Board in charge. 

There shall be attached to the Hospital a drunkard’s ward, for 
the reception of mania-a-poti cases, and such others as the attend- 


ing Physician of the Medical Board shall direct. 


Physician of the Insane Department. 


The Physician of the Insane Department shall reside on the 
premises, and have, under the direction of the Committee on 
Insane Department, the charge and general supervision of that 
department; and every person and thing therewith connected, 
shall be subjected to, and at all times under his immediate control. 
He shall enforce all the rules and the regulations, grant liberty to, 
and preserve strict order among the patients and assistants in his’ 
department. He shall suspend and report pauper assistants, who 
do not conduct themselves in an orderly, sober, and submissive 
manner, to the Steward for punishment. All isk under his 
charge receiving salary shall obey his orders. 

He shall visit the patients morning and evening, anid at other 
times when it may be necessary. He shall keep a register, in 
which the name, age, birthplace, habits, &¢, of each patient, 
together with as full a history of his or her disease as can be ob- 
tained, shall be recorded. 

It shall be his duty, whenever he deems it advisable, to request 
the attendance of the Consulting oe or Surgeon of the 
Hospital. 

He shall prevent any unnecessary use of medicines, and shall 
see that all medicines ordered for use in the wards, are securely 
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hept by the nurses under lock and key, and administered personally 
%y them, or by a reliable assistant, according to his directions, 

He shall supervise the general. diet of the Insane Department, 
Dnd see that all necessary provisions are supplied; he shall re- 
‘rrange the housekeeper’s diet book, at least once a month, and in 
order that the diet books shall always exhibit a fair statement of 
the diet of the wards, it shall be the duty of the Physician to write 
out, at large, the diet of the medical wards every day, and of the 
other wards every Tuesday and Friday, and revise and date these 
on the intermediate days. ; 

He shall have power to grant liberty to such of the patients in 
the Insane Department as he may think proper (unless. such 
patients are debarred leave of absence), such liberty not to extend 
beyond one month.» 

He shall make a weekly report in writing to the Committee, of 
the names of all pafients received during the preceding week, 
together with their birthplace, age, social condition, causes of 
insanity, and such other information as:is attainable. He shall in 
like manner, report the names and condition of those leaving the 
Institution. 

In the month of January, of each year, he shall communicate 
to the Board of Guardians, the number of patients who have been 
under treatment during the preceding twelve months; this state- 
ment shall be in tabular form, and give in detail the results of 
treatment, and it shall be accompanied by such observations and 
suggestions as in his judgment may seem called for. 

No insane patient who has not a legal residence within the 
‘limits of the Poor District of the city of Philadelphia, shall be 
‘admitted into the Insane Department of the Almshouse as a pay 


| patient. 


Medical Board. 


The medical Board of the Philadelphia Hospital shall consist of 
four Physicians, four Surgeons, and four Accoucheurs. They 
shall elect annually, by ballot, a President and a Secretary. The 


‘latter shall keep regular minutes of their proceedings.

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The Meetings of the Medical Board shall be stated and special ; 
the former to be held quarterly on the first Monday of January, | 
April, July, and October, at 4 o’clock P. M., and the latter at any | 
time, by a call of two members. The Secretary shall give written 
or printed notice to each member of every meeting two days pre- 
vious, and in case of special meetings, specify the business to be 
transacted. Five members shall constitute a quorum. 4 

The entire charge of the Medical treatment of the patients 
shall devolve upon the Medical Board; the member on duty of 
each staff being responsible for the proper management of all 
cases under his care, during his term of service, : | 

The Hospital shall be divided into three departments, viz: Medi- 
cal, Surgical, and Obstetrical. . 

The term of each Physician, Surgeon, and Accoucheur shall 
consist of three consecutive months, each staff regulating the 
order in which its different members shall serve. 

It shall be the duty of the Physician, Surgeon, and Accoucheur 
in attendance, to visit the Institution fowr times a week, or oftener 
if necessary. 

Each Physician, Surgeon, or Accoucheur, before completing his 
term of service, shall notify his successor, whose duty it shall be 
to accompany him on his last official visit, in order to receive all 
necessary information in regard to the patients of their respective 
departments. ; 

No capital operation shall be performed contrary to the will of 
the patient; nor then, until a consultation of all the Surgeons shall 
be called, unless delay imperil the life of the patient, in which 
case the Surgeon on duty may dispense with a consultation. 

In case of the inability of either of the Physicians, Surgeons, or 
Accoucheurs to attend to his duty, he shall secure some other 
member of his staff to supply his place until such inability be 
removed. 

In case of the death or resignation of any member of the Medi- 
cal Board during a period of service, it shall be the duty of the 
Physician, Surgeon, or Accoucheur next in order of rotation, to 
attend to the duties of the wards until such vacancy shall be filled. 
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All dereliction of duty on the part of Resident Physicians or 
Nurses shall be reported by the Medical Attendant to the Hospital 
Committee. . 

Applications for extra articles of clothing must be signed by the 
Physician, Surgeon, or Accoucheur on duty, and countersigned by 
the Steward. 

All discharges of patients shall be to the out wards, and the. 
order shall be signed by the Medical Attendant in whose depart- 
ment they are, and no patient, whether. cured or considered in- 
curable, shall be discharged without his approbation. 

No Autopsy shall be made without an order signed by a majority 
of the class of the Medical Board in whose department the death 
may have occurred, and then only for the advancement of medical 
gcience. All examinations which may be deemed essential by the 
Attending Physician, shall be made with the greatest care and 
delicacy, nor shall any one have the right to interpose any obsta- 
cles to such examination: Provided, the order to make such post- 
mortem examination is countersigned by the Steward or Chairman 
of the Hospital Committee. 

It shall be the duty of the Physicians, Surgeons, and Accou- 
cheurs to inquire into the state of the instruments and apparatus 
for their respective departments, and report to the Hospital Com- 
mittee such things as may be wanting. 

Each member of the Medical Board shall have the privilege of 
introducing four pupils to observe the practice of the Hospital. 

The Medical Board shall elect by ballot, three of its members, 
one from each staff, to examine the applicants for the position of 
Resident Physician, in the presence of such of the Medical Board 
as wish to attend, and report the result of such examination to the 
Board of Guardians. ‘ 

A printed copy of the Rules for the Medical government of the 
Hospital shall be furnished to each Physician, Nurse, Steward, 
‘and Matron; and the Physicians, Surgeons, and Accoucheurs 
' shall have power to establish rules for the regulation of their re- 
spective wards, to be framed and hung up therein, subject to the 
fpproval of the Hospital Committee. 
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The attending Physician on duty shall meet the Hospital Com- 
mittee once a month, to confer in reference to the Hospital depart- 
ment. On leaving a ward, he shall in no wise alter or destroy, :0 or 
permit to be altered or destroyed, his prescriptions. 

The Medical Attendance shall give to the Secretary of the Medi- 

cal Board their quarterly report within one month from thé 
expiration of their term of service, and it shall be the duty of the 
Secretary to make out an annual report of the same for publi 
cation. 


Resident Physicians. 


There shall be elected by the Board of Guardians, at their 
second stated meeting in March, 1862, eight Resident Physicians, 
four of whom shall serve for one year, and four for six months, 
from those recommended by the Medical Board after examination. 
Semi-annually thereafter, four Residents shall be elected to serve 
for one year. 

The position and authority of the Resident Physicians are sub- 
ordinate and limited; subordinate to the Medical Board, whose 
directions they are required to receive and carry out in all things 
touching the medical treatment of the patients, or relating to the 
medical department of the House, and limited and defined by the 
rules of the Board of Guardians for the government of the Resi- 
‘dent Physicians. 

Every Resident Physician elect, before entering upon the duties 
of his office, shall deposit the sum of one hundred dollars in the 
hands of the Treasurer, to be forfeited to the use and benefit of 
the Institution, in case of dismissal or resignation; but to be re- 
turned to those who serve their full term in a satisfactory manner. 

The Resident Physicians shall be provided with rooms, board, 
washing, fuel, and lights, in the Institution, under the direction of 
the Steward, free of expense. 

Each department of the House shall have two Residents, who. 
shall remain in each three months, and pass in rotation, as 
directed by the Medical Board. 

The Resident Physicians shall visit their respective wards twice

daily, morning and evening, at the hours designated by the Medi- 

eal Attendant, and shall so arrange among themselves that both of 

the Physicians in the same ward shall never be absent from the 

House at the same time. 
No surgical operation, except such as may be designated by the 

Attending Surgeon, shall be performed by the Resident Physicians, 

nor shall they employ any obstetrical, instruments with a view to 

delivery, unless under the supervision of the Accoucheur on duty. 
It shall be the duty of the Residents to accompany the respec- 

tive Medical Officers during their official visits to the Institution, 

and to be provided with ward books, furnished by the Board of 

Guardians, in which they shall carefully record all medical, diet- 
etic, and other directions of the visiting Medical Attendant, under 
their appropriate heads. 

The Residents shall attend alternately on the receiving ward, 
each having his day of service fixed, which may be determined 
among themselves, and no resident shall, under any excuse, leave 

! the Hospital on his receiving day, or fail to answer the summons 

| to the receiving ward with as little delay as possible. 

| It shall be the duty of the Resident Physicians of each ward to 

make out a Quarterly Report, which, after being signed by the 

Medical Attendant on duty for those months, shall be handed to 

the Secretary of the Medical Board within two weeks after the 

expiration of the quarter. 
All temporary substitutes shall be appointed by the attending 

Physician of the Medical Board, subject to the approval of the 
Hospital Committee. 

It shall be the duty of the Residents of the different wards, to 
take charge of and keep in order all the instruments belonging to 
their respective wards, and they shall be accountable to the Hos- 

pital Committee for their loss or abuse; they shall furnish an 
inventory of the instruments to the Hospital Committee upon 
leaving their wards. 

The Residents, by permission of the Medical Attendant, may 
prescribe in the absence of the visiting Medical Attendants, and 

_ may even modify or change their prescriptions when urgent rea- 
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sons exist for so doing, but shall report all such changes to the 
Attending Physicians at their next visit. In all cases requiring 
the immediate presence of any member of the Medical Board, they 
shall notify the Steward of the same, who shall, without delay, 
communicate the required information through a messenger. | 

It shall be the duty of the Residents in the several wards, to- 
make all Autopsies which may be directed by the members of the 
Medical Board on duty, and they shall always, in such cases, 
inform the other Residents of the House, of the examination, that 
they may participate in any Advantages which may be derived- 
therefrom. : 

The Residents shall, if required, copy all prescriptions from the’ 
ward books, and hand them with the least possible delay to the’ 
Apothecary. They shall cup, bleed, and superintend the applica- 
tion of leeches. In the absence of both Apothecaries, they will act 
as assistant Apothecaries, and see that the medicines put up for 
the several wards are properly administered by the nurses in 
charge of them. * = 

Two Resident Physicians shall serve in the out wards alter- 
nately for three months, the time for such service being deter-— 
mined among themselves, but should any of the inmates of these 
wards be seriously indisposed, they shall send them to the receiving’ 
wards, thence to be sent to the proper ward. : 

Blank forms for the purpose of describing the condition of the ~ 
patients on their admission to the Hospital shall be kept ready for 
each ward; and it shall be the duty of the Residents connected * 
with the ward, immediately on the admission of a patient, to fill 
up a form with a clear statement of the symptoms and previous | 
history. This statement, together with an account of the inter- 
mediate treatment, shall be handed to the attending Officer at his 
next visit. 

The Resident Physicians shall perform all such other dutigs, in 
addition to those contained in the foregoing sections, as the Medi- 
cal Attendant may consider necessary for the better regulation and ~ 
government of the Hospital. All matters in conflict between the 
two residents of the same ward, in any way appertaining to the 
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government of the ward, the treatment of patients, the control of 
the nurses or assistants, shall be determined by the attending 
Physician on duty. 

- All vacancies by the death or resignation of Residents, shall be 
filled by the Medical Attendant on du‘y, until otherwise provided 
for by the Board of Guardians. 

- Any Resident who shall, knowingly, send a patient from the 
Receiving ward, to a ward to which he does not properly belong, 
will be liable to suspension, by either of the Medical Attendants 
interested. Removal of patients from one ward to another shall 
be made only by the attending Physician, and doubtful cases are 
to be decided by consultation with the attending Physician to 
whose ward they are to be transferred. 

In case of accepted resignation or death of a Resident Physician, 
the vacancy shall be filled from those previously recommended by 
the Medical Board, when practicable. 

No Resident Physician shall be allowed to treat any patient 
‘needing continued medical attention, in the out wards, but shall 

‘transfer them without delay to the proper ward, — otherwise 

directed by the Committee on Out Wards. 

_ Insolent or insubordinate conduct in any manner, to any member 

‘of the Medical Board, by any of the Resident Physicians, shall be 
reported to the Hospital Committee at their next meeting after the 
offence has been committed. 

A violation of any of the foregoing rules by a Resident Physi- 
cian, will subject him to suspension by the Attending Physician, 
which suspension shall be reported to the Hospital Committee at 
their next meeting. 


Apothecary and Assistant. 


It shall be the duty of the Apothecary, under the direction of 
the Hospital Committee, to take charge of the medical stores and. 
all articles appertaining to the apothecary’s shop and laboratory, 
see that the same are kept in proper order and repair, keep an 
inventory thereof, and report to the Hospital Committee its condition 
quarterly. He shall report to the committee a list of articles 
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wanted for the use of the Hospital, with their quantities as they 
may be required, and make purchases thereof under their direc- 
tion; he shall attend to putting up the prescriptions of the physi- 
cians, and see that all tinctures, liniments, syrups, ointments, 
plasters, and other preparations usually expected of an apothecary 
to prepare, are carefully and correctly made; he shall carefully 
preserve all prescriptions that are put up in the shop, and enter 
in the book the names of all those who receive frequent and regu- 
lar allowances of opium and spirituous tinctures. He shall report 
at the first stated meeting in January the number of prescriptions 
he has put up during the year, and the number furnished to the. 
Hospital, Insane Department, Children’s Asylum, and Out Wards 
respectively. : 

It shall be his duty to register in a book provided for that pur- 
pose all the medicine purchased from time to time for the use of 
the Institution, and report to the Board, on the first stated meeting 
in January, the quantity and cost of such medicine purchased 
during the last year. 

The Apothecary shall not give, or permit any other person to 
give, any medicines or tinctures, to any nurse or pauper whatever, 
unless the same is ordered by one of the Physicians or Surgeons. 

In cases of urgent necessity, medicines may be procured by the 
Apothecary, without an order from the Committee on Hospital; 
but in such cases the same must be reported by the Apothecary at 
the next meeting of the committee. 

The Apothecary shall, on the written requisition of any member 
of the Medical Board, furnish, from time to time, such quantity of 
liquor, tinctures, and opium for the closet in the shop, at night as 
he may require, and the same shall be regularly entered in a book 
to be kept for that purpose; and all the keys of the closet in the 
Apothevary’s shop in which liquors, tinctures, and opium are con- 
tained, shall be kept exclusively by the Apothecary, his assistant, 
and the Physicians. 

The Apothecary and Physicians are directed to furnish no 
phials to any person in any of the wards of the house, other than 
the nurses or persons having charge of the wards, who shall be 
held accountable for the same. : 
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_. The Apothecary, or his assistant, shall always be in attendance 
\in the shop from 8 o’clock A. M., until 6 o’clock P. M., from 
October to March; and from 7} o’clock A. M., until 7 o’clock 
bs M., from March.to October, of each day, except Sunday, when 
he time of service shall cease at 12 o’clock M. 


Admission of Visitors. 


_ The Assistant shall be under the control of the Apothecary, in 
all business relative to the duties of the office. 

- An order from a Guardian, the Secretary, or Out-Door Agent, 

shall admit the bearer thereof to any and every part of the insti- 
tution, excepting the Insane Department, Obstetrical and Venereal * 
Wards (access to the latter named being attained only in con- 
formity with the provisions of the next rule), from which visitors shall 
I e excluded, unless by special order, visiting days to be Tuesdays, 
Thursdays, and Saturdays, reserving to the Resident Physician on 
uty the right to exclude visitors from such patients as he believes 
night be injured. The Steward and Door-keeper are required not 
ito allow any one to pass on any day except those set apart, unless 
Bpecially set forth in the handwriting of the one granting the 
permit; to be good for the day only for which the same is issued. 
rhe Steward is directed to discharge any Runner who may be 
found conducting visitors to those parts of the house excluded 
upon the orders of admission. 
: The Door-keeper is directed to regard no order of Raeaten by 
Whomsoever granted, when found in the hands of persons who 
ave been detected in the attempt to carry spirituous, vinous, or 
alt liquors, or other prohibited articles, to any of the inmates, 
r of those who have, for the preceding three months, been inmates 
of the Venereal Wards. Nor shall he permit any person to visit 
the Venereal or Obstetrical Wards, other than near relations of 
the inmates, ministers of the gospel, and members of the medical | 
profession. The visitors to the above-named wards shall not be 
allowed to hold conversation with any inmates of the ward, other 
than those named upon their permits. 
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_ Medical Library and Pathological Museum. 


The Library and Pathological Museum shall be under the super- 
intendence and direction of the Committee on Hospital; and it 
shall be the duty of the person engaged for the purpose, to see 
that all the books are catalogued, labelled, and numbered; that 
the pathological specimens are inventoried and preserved in good 
order; and that all directions of the Hospital Committee, in rela- 
tion to the matter, are observed. iy 

All books purchased for the Library shall have reference to 
medical science; and they, as well as articles required for the 

preparation and preservation of specimens in the Museum, shall 
"be purchased as the Hospital Committee may direct. 


Religious Worshop. 


No public preaching or exhortation shall be permitted in the 
wards of the Hospital or Insane Department At the request of a 
patient, or by permission of a guardian, any clergyman or piously 
disposed person may administer the consolations of religion, in 
such a tone of voice as will not disturb the patients in the ward. 


Out-door relief was furnished, during 1867, to 85,232 
persons. 

The report of the Recording Clerk, January 30, 1868, 
furnishes the following statistics :— 


‘‘ During the year 5987 patients were treated ; 3956 were cured 
1815 were relieved, 640 died, and 591 remained under treatment. 

‘265 women were confined, giving birth to 269 children; 131 
of which were males, and 138 females. 

«88 of these confinements were colored women, which is a de- 
crease of 17 as compared with last year; three more than in 1865, 
and ten more than in 1864. 

«‘The above figures do not include a large number of patients 
prescribed for in the out-wards, and allowed to remain there tc 
avoid crowding the wards of the hospital, many of which are full 
to their utmost capacity. 
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“During the year 85 foundlings were admitted, which is nearly 

two and a half times the number admitted in 1864, six more than 
in 1865, and twenty-one more than in 1866.. The mortality was 
634 per cent. as compared with 93 per cent. last year, 783 per 
cent. in 1865, and 68} per cent. in 1864. 
. ‘The deaths in the Hospital were 74 less than last year, giving 
a mortality of less than 10.7 per cent. of the patients admitted. 
Two per cent. of which mortality is due alone to deaths from phthi- 
sis and of foundlings, which, if excluded from our list, leaves but 
87 percent. as the mortality of the Hospital. This includes an 
epidemic of cerebro-spinal meningitis (generally known as spotted 
fever), which prevailed during the first quarter of.the year. 

«The Hospital showed no signs-of epidemic disease after the 
first quarter.”’ :

Harr LANE, NEAR TWENTY,;FIRST STREET, 


Was formally accepted by the Board of Health of the 
City of Philadelphia, April 27,1855. The following 
extract from a report of a speech made on that occa- 
sion by the late Dr. Wilson Jewell, will be interesting 
as an historical sketch of the previous steps taken by 
the authorities in regard to hospital accommodations 
for persons laboring under infectious diseases. 


‘«« Up to the year 1748 there had not been a single hospital or- 
ganized in our city. In 1726 the smallpox broke out in the city, 


and a house located near where Ninth and South streets intersect, — 


was used as a pest-house. The victims of this epidemic in those © 


days were taken to farm-houses. In the year 1748 the merchants, 


as a safeguard, took the subject of making provision for the sick — 


into consideration, because the smallpox was increasing as immi- 
grants came upon our shores from Germany. The Colonial As- 
sembly became alarmed, and they built a pest-house on State 
Island, at a later period called Fisher’s Island, near the mouth of 
the Schuylkill. This remained in use for sick emigrants until 
1800, when the Lazaretto, on Little Tinicum Island, in Delaware 
County, was built. The calamitous necessity, in 1798, so alarmed 


the inhabitants, that it was then considered absolutely necessary | 


to establish some measures to insure the public safety of this city. 
The Guardians of the Poor had already refused to receive small- 
pox or fever patients into the Almshouse, then located on Spruce 
Street, between Tenth and Eleventh. The Pennsylvania Hospital 
was closed at that time. The Guardians of the Poor took the old 
circus, on Chestnut and Sixth streets, but the residents of the 
vicinity threatened to burn the place down unless the sick were 
removed. Application was then made to the magistracy of the 
_ city, and finally a place was selected on Bush Hill. 

‘‘The Board of Health was organized in 1794, and purchased the 


rs nee ee 


ili 
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Fish Tavern, on the west side of the bridge, now occupied by the 
Pennsylvania Railroad Company. This was used for a time for 
hospital purposes. The first Hospital established by the City was 
in 1796 or 97. This was the Wigwam Hotel, at the foot of Race 
Street, on the Schuylkill. It was then a somewhat celebrated 


tavern, to which gentlemen resorted to eat perch, as they now do 


at the Falls, where catfish and coffee are popular. This Hospital 


retained the name of the Wigwam Hotel for several years; the 
sign that used to swing there is in Germantown, but being defaced 
by the ravages of time, has been painted over. In 1805 the citi- 
zens in the vicinity of the Wigwam Hospital entered complaints 
against the institution. It was finally removed to other ground, 
on the Wissahickon road, near where the Ridge Road and Wallace 
Street now intersect each other. This place was occupied for two 
seasons only, when the citizens again rebelled, and demanded its 
removal. Fora time the city was again without a Hospital. The 
people settled down in the opinion that if the epidemic should 
again visit the city, buildings should be put up at respectful dis- 
tances, to meet the emergency. 

‘¢In the year 1810, a Hospital for infectious diseases was erected 
on Bush Hill, where it remained until 1855, when it was removed. 
Since that time Philadelphia has been without a City Hospital. 
This was a subject much to be regretted. The Board of Health 
opened the Lazaretto Hospital, and patients had to be removed 
twelve miles from the city; and no one can form any idea of the 
amount of suffering the poor creatures had to undergo. Now 
we have a Hospital, with all the conveniences needed for the 
present era.” 


The Hospital is, of course, maintained by appro- 
priations made by the City Councils. It is under the 
management of a resident physician, appointed by the 
Board of Health. The diseases treated are smallpox, 
varioloid, yellow fever, ship fever, typhus fever, scarlet 
fever, and cholera. 
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Upon receiving the certificate of a physician that a 
patient has one of the above enumerated diseases, and 
that his circumstances are not such as to admit of his 
being properly treated, except in a hospital, the Chief 
Clerk, or any member of the Board, issues an order 
of admission; whereupon the hospital ambulance is — 
sent to remove the patient. If he is able to pay, one 
dollar per day will be charged; if he is poor, no charge 
will be made. ~ 1 

There is no compulsion in regard to entrance into” 
the Hospital. 

From the Report of the Resident Physician for 1867, — 
published in the Annual Report of the Board of Health, — 
it seems that the operations of this Hospital during 
the year were as follows :—

This institution was founded in 1786. It is sup- 
ported by private contributions, and by income from 
investments. During the year ending December 2, 
1867, 15,702 cases were reported as attended by its. 
officers, 32,468 prescriptions having been compounded. 

The cost of this relief was in great part a burden 
taken from the pockets of the taxpayers of the city ; 
although some persons no doubt applied for it who 
would never have consented to receive aid from the 
Guardians of the Poor. 

Any one who pays annually into the hands of the 
Treasurer one guinea or five dollars, is entitled to the 
privileges of a Contributor; and the payment of ten 
guineas or fifty dollars at one time, constitutes a per- 
son a life Contributor. 

A Board, consisting of twelve Managers, is annually 
elected on the first Monday in January, by a majority

ofthe Contributors; and the Managers annually elect 
‘a Treasurer of the Dispensary, six Attending and two 
‘Obstetric Physicians, four Consulting Physicians and 
‘Surgeons, one Resident and one Assistant Physician, 
and an Apothecary. : 

The six Attending or District Physicians attend 
promptly to all cases directed to their care by the In- 
stitution, and if any cases so directed shall prove un- 
suitable, they so report them as soon as practicable to 
the Dispensary, together with the disqualifying clause. 
They are not to hold appointment in any kindred in- 
stitution, from the Guardians of the Poor, or in any 

‘other Dispensary of this city. Neither of them is to 
prescribe far a patient out of his district, unless by 
special license from the Board; nor on any occasion 
permit his office to be made subservient to the use of 

-any school, clique, institution, or person whatever. 

Any Physician having served the Dispensary in a 

faithful manner, and to the satisfaction of the Mana- 
gers, for a term of three consecutive years, shall, by a 
vote of a majority of the Managers present at any 
meeting of the Board, after the termination of the said 
term of three consecutive years, receive an honorariun, 
to the value of two hundred dollars, as a testimony of 
the approbation of the Board. 

The Obstetric Physicians keep a correct record of 
all Clinical and Lying-in cases, with name, age, resi- 
dence, color, nativity, disease, treatment, and result. 

They appoint an Assistant Physician quarterly, sub- 
ject to the approval of the Secretary, whose duty is to 

assist at the clinics, and in cases of slightly difficult 
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labor; never performing the operations of turning, de- 
livery by the forceps, or craniotomy, save in the pre- 
sence of a Principal. The prescriptions of the Assist- 
ant, marked O. D. P. D., shall be put up at the Dis- 
pensary. : | 

In extreme cases, or in those of unusual interest, on 
application of the attending accoucheur, the Secretary 
of the Managers may grant nursing aid for a limited 
period. | 

The benefits of the Dispensary are bestowed upon 
all applicants residing between the Delaware and the 
Schuylkill, and between the north side of South Street 
and the south side of Vine Street; the only exceptions 
being those suffering from delirium tremens or from 
venereal disease, and mere paupers. Recent accidents 
occurring in the neighborhood are alway s treated on . 
application. 

The portion of city above mentioned is divided into 
six districts, each of which is assigned to one of the 
Attending Physicians. 

From the Resident Physician’s Report the following 
statistics are derived for the year ending December 2, 
1867:—

By the District Physicians 2211 patients were at- 
tended; 1834 of whom recovered or were relieved ;

Was chartered in 1817. Its support is derived from 
annual contributions, and the interest of a fund, being 
the accumulation of legacies bequeathed from time to 
time by benevolent persons. 

The Dispensary is open daily: during the week, 
from 85 A.M. until 7 P.M. (prescribing hours from 
10 A.M. till 5 P.M.); on Sundays, until 94 A.M., and 
from 5 to 7 P.M. 

The following are extracts from the rules of the 
institution :— 

Any person disposed to become a contributor shall 
have his or her name submitted to the Board of Man- 
agers, and on a majority of those present agreeing 
thereto, and the payment of three dollars per annum, 
shall be a member, and shall be entitled to the privi- 
lege of having two patients at a time under the care 
of the Dispensary; those who pay annually six dollars 
shall have four, and so on in the same proportion ; 
and those who pay twenty dollars in one entire sum 
shall be entitled during life to the privilege of having 
two patients attended at one time by the physicians 
of the Dispensary. 

All recommendations from contributors must be 
taken to the physician in whose district the patient 
resides. ; 

No persons shall be deemed objects of this charity 
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but such as are necessitous, and not proper objects of 
the Guardians of the Poor. | 
Patients, when cured, must take a regular discharge 
from the physician to the contributor who gave them 
the recommendation, or they must not expect to be 
again received. 
Persons who go to the Dispensary for advice, need 
ind obtain a recommendation; but are required to 
report themselves until discharged, or they cannot 
again be prescribed for. 


Lying-in Department. 


For the purpose of extending the benefits of the 
institution, the managers have established a Lying-in 
Department, for attending respectable poor married 
women at their own homes, subject to the following 
regulations :— |

The Dispensary connected with this institution, 
which is perhaps more commonly known as the 
‘‘ Moyamensing House of Industry,” is very active. 
It is intended especially for the relief of the worthy 
poor living on the south side of South Street, and in 
the district below this line. 

Lodging is furnished to such as apply for it. It i is 
part of the plan to receive persons discharged from 
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the Moyamensing Prison, thus allowing them a little 
time to examine and decide upon the course of their 
future lives before encountering the suspicion and some- 
times the unnecessarily harsh treatment of the world. 

All lodgers are at liberty to spend three days at 
the House; this limit has been judiciously established 
to prevent the charity of the institution from being 
abused by healthy persons who should rely upon them- 
selves for support. 

A daily clinic is held by the physicians in rotation, 
at 124 o’clock. Patients are also attended at their 
own houses, on application at the Dispensary, and 
medicines furnished free of charge. 

The Obstetric Department was instituted in 1866, 
for the benefit of the deserving poor in the lower part 
of the city. A clinic for the diseases of women is 
held at the Dispensary on Tuesdays and aid, 
from eleven to twelve o’clock. 

The number of patients treated in the year rending 
May 31, 1868, was 5244, against 886 in 1853, its first 
year of organization. Eighty-six women were safely 
confined under its auspices, and 248 cases of diseases 
peculiar to females were treated ; all relieved, and the 
larger part cured.

The Howard Hospital and Infirmary for

This Institution is supported altogether by volun- 
tary contributions. It is under the control of a Board 
of twenty-four Managers, elected annuaily by the 
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contributors. As the name indicates, the original 
plan calls for a Hospital, a Home for Incurables, and 
a Dispensary for gratuitously supplying the deserving 
poor with medical advice and medicines. The last 
mentioned is the only part now in efficient operation. 
A corps of ten physicians and surgeons, with a resi- 
dent physician, are in attendance at stated hours. 

The distinctive feature of the charity is, that each 
physician confines his attention to a specific class of 
affections. So far as known, this was the first suc- 
cessful effort of the kind in the country. 

The physicians are directed not to interfere with the 
operations of the Guardians of the Poor, but to limit 
their efforts, as much as possible, to the wants of the 
“needy and industrious poor.’? None are refused 
assistance, but the class mentioned is to be especially 
encouraged. 

The Hospital and Infirmary for Incurables was 
begun and successfully carried on during the early 
years of the establishment of the Institution, but the 
want of suitable buildings necessary for properly 
embracing the idea of its projectors, led the Board of 
Managers to devote the entire resources of the charity 
to the Dispensary Department. Contributions are 
now solicited for the purchase of necessary ground 
and the erection of a Hospital building. 

Application should be made in person at the day 
and hour specified below. Medical men, students of 
medicine, or any other persons interested in public 
charities, are always welcome to see the workings of 
the Institution.

These salting were all treated and received medical 
advice at the Dispensary Department of the Hospital. 
Their medicines were also provided gratuitously, the 
prescriptions of the physicians being filled in the 
apothecary shop. The number of prescriptions thus 
compounded during the year was 17,336; and the 
number of visits made by the patients for the purposes 
of advice and treatment was 22,343, or an average of 
1862 per month. In July the largest number of new 
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patients was received, being 723, and in May the 
number of visits of patients was 2277.

guardians, at the discretion of the Committee of Admission and 
Dismission. Those received from parents and guardians shall be 
wholly surrendered in proper form to the Managers’ care and 
custody. Offers for adopting, indenturing, providing for, or dis- 
missing children under age, shall be submitted to the Board: for 
their consideration and action.”’. 

“ARTICLE XV.—No child under the age of four years shall be 
received, nor any male child over the age of six years, nor any 
female child over the age of nine years, except by unanimous con- ~ 
sent of all the Managers present at the next meeting after appli- 
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tion for admission. All boys shall be required to remain until 

ttaining twelve years of age, and girls to sixteen years, unless 
dismissed in accordance with Article XII. Under peculiar cir- 
cumstances, children of all ages may be temporarily sheltered.”

To illustrate the system of which the Home forms a 
part, we may introduce the following quotation from 
the daily Press (Philadelphia), June 5, 1868:— 


‘WASHINGTON, June 4. 

“‘The quarterly meeting of the Board of Managers of the Na- 
tional Asylum for Disabled Volunteers was held at the office of the 
Surgeon-General to-day, Major-General B. F. Butler in the chair. 
There were present Major-General Schofield, Secretary of War; 
Governor Smythe, of New Hampshire; Major-General J. W. Mar- 
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tindale, of New York; Judge H. L. Bond, of Maryland ; Lewis B. 
Guncekle, of Ohio; General John 8. Cavender, of Missouri; and 
| Dr. E. B. Walcott, of Wisconsin. Reports from the several asylums 
showed them to be in a most flourishing condition, 1720 disabled 
soldiers having been cared for by the Board during the past quar-

As showing how these men are disabled, we find by the reports 
from the Central Asylum that of the men there admitted 170 have 
but one leg, 80 have each but one arm, 3 have lost both legs, and 
3 have lost each an arm and a leg; 187 are disabled by other gun- 
shot wounds, 85 are in the second and third stages of consumption, 
16 are insane, 25 blind, and 153 under hospital treatment. The 
reports show a decided improvement in the morals and general 
behavior of the men, and the good work being accomplished by 
the schools, libraries, and reading-rooms recently established; and 
temperance and other societies for mental and moral improvement 
are organized among the inmates. Governor Smythe reported that 
the committee appointed for that purpose had made satisfactory 
arrangements with the managers of the Philadelphia Soldiers’ 
Home, by which that institution was made a temporary branch of 
the National Asylum. Plans for additional buildings at Augusta, 
Dayton, and Milwaukee were adopted, and appropriations made 
for their construction during the summer. It is the intention of 
the Board to provide accommodations at these three asylums, be- 
fore winter, for 2000 men. An appropriation was also made for 
establishing a printing-office at the Central Asylum, to print the 
circulars, orders, blanks, etc. of the Board and the several asy- 
lums, and also as a means of teaching disabled men the art of 
type-setting as a means of livelihood on going back to the world.”

Indigent blind persons are admitted and maintained 
for eight years at the charge of the State; they receive 
a good practical education, in literature and music, 
and are also taught trades. Those who leave in good 
standing, but are indigent, receive an outfit of from 
$50 to $100, to aid them in getting such books, ma- 
chinery, or apparatus as they may need.

The object of this institution is to afford a home 
for such poor girls, orphans or half-orphans, over the 
age of twelve years, as may be brought by their sur- 
viving parents, or received under the approval of the 
Judge of a court of record for the city and county of 
Philadelphia, or any other President Judge of the 
courts of this Commonwealth; to detain, maintain, 
educate, and control such girls until proper persons 
can be found who may be willing to receive them as 
apprentices to some useful art, trade, calling, or em- 
ployment, when, with the assent of any Alderman, or 
Judge of a court of record of the city or county, they 
may be indentured until the age of eighteen years. 

The Home is supported by voluntary contributions. 
It is in the hands of a Board of Trustees, with whom 
are associated twenty ladies as Managers. 

During the ten years of the existence of this insti- 
tution, two hundred and twenty-four girls have been 
received into its care, more than one hundred and fifty 
have been placed in families, seventy-eight have done 
well at service, have served out their time, learned 
trades, married, or supported themselves respectably, 
and fifty-two have for various reasons been returned 
to relatives or friends. 

During the year ending January 1, 1868, thirteen 
new girls were received, eight were placed out, six 
were given ‘up to friends, one absconded, one was re-

MISCELLANEOUS MATTERS. 


The Board of Health* 


Assumed its present organization under an act of As- 
sembly in 1818. Its office is at the southwest corner 
of Sixth and Sansom Streets, and is open from 9 A. M. 
to 8 P.M. daily (Sundays excepted). It consists of 
twelve members, four of whom come in in July of each 
year, to serve three years; being appointed, one by the 
Supreme Court, one by the District Court, one by the 
Court of Common Pleas, and one by the Select and 
Common Councils in joint convention. :

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The Board holds stated meetings on Tuesday of 

each week, at 12 M., from the lst of October to the 
Ist of June; and daily, at the same hour, Sundays 
excepted, from the Ist of June to the Ist of October. 
' On the fourth Tuesday in January, annually, they 
elect twenty-four Vaccine Physicians* and thirteen 
Collectors of Vaccine Cases, according to “An Ordi- 
nance to provide for Gratuitous Vaccination,” passed. 
‘in 1860. 
_ Acting under the Board of Health, but appointed by | 
the Governor of the State, are the following officers :+ 
‘One port physician, one Lazaretto physician, one 
health-officer, and one quarantine-master. Such clerks, 
messengers, and runners as the Board may deem need- 
ful, they are authorized to appoint. The port physi- 
cian is charged with the investigation of all suspected 
‘cases of infectious disease in vessels already in port, 
‘or in houses in the city. The Lazaretto physician 
‘resides at the Lazaretto (about ten miles below the 
city) from June 1 to October 1, and has charge of all 
matters relating to quarantine, under the provisions 
of the General Health Law of 1818. 


Midwifery Reports.—By an act of Assembly passed 1819, all per- 
Sons practising midwifery in the city of Philadelphia are obliged 
to leave a written memorandum of their names and residences at 
the Health Office; these are entered in alphabetical order in a 
register, to be open at all times during office hours to persons 
desirous of inspecting it. Changes of residence must be signified 
within thirty days at the office.

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All births must be reported monthly, blank schedules being sup- 
plied by the office, giving the full name of each child (if any name 
has been conferred), its sex, color, the full name and occupation of 
the parent or parents, and the day and place of its birth. If no | 
practitioner of midwifery is in attendance, the parent or parents | 
must report the birth within one month thereafter. Ten dollars is | 
the penalty for non-compliance with the rule. 

Contagious Diseases. —Every person practising physic, and having | 
a patient laboring under a pestilential or contagious disease (measles — 
excepted), must make a written report forthwith to the Health 
Officer, under a penalty of not more than fifty dollars. The ex- 
ception just mentioned is practically extended to hooping-cough, 
scarlet fever, and other diseases usually incident to childhood. 

Reports and Certificates of Deaths.—The law in regard to these ) 
matters is set forth in the following extracts from ‘‘An Act for the 
Registration of Births, Marriages, and Deaths in the City of Phila- 
delphia,”’ passed March 8, 1860 :— 

‘¢Sno. 8. That whenever any person shall die in the city of 
Philadelphia, it shall be the duty of the physician who attended 
during his or her last sickness, or of the coroner when the case 
comes under his notice, to furnish within forty-eight hours after 
the death, to the undertaker or other person superintending the 
burial, a certificate setting forth, as far as the same can be ascer- 
tained, the full name, sex, color, age, and condition (whether 
married or single) of the person deceased, and the cause and date 
of death. | 

‘Suc. 4. That no person having the charge, as sexton or other- 
wise, of any vault, burying-ground, or cemetery within the said 
city, shall inter or allow to be interred, or place or allow to be 
placed, in any vault, burying-ground, or cemetery, the dead body 
of any person, nor shall any undertaker or other person remove 
the dead body of any person who has died in the said city, and has 
not been buried, to any place beyond the limits of the said city, 
without first procuring the certificate of the attending physician 
or of the coroner. To said certificate the undertaker or other per-

son having charge of the body shall, as far as can be ascertained, 
add the occupation of the deceased; the place of birth; the ward, 
street, and number of the house in which the death occurred; the 
place and date of interment; and, where the deceased is a minor, 
the full names of the parents. In case any person shall die with- 
out the attendance of a physician, or if the physician who did 
attend at the time of the death refuses or neglects to furnish a 
certificate as aforesaid, it shall be the duty of the undertaker, or 
of any other person acquainted with the facts, to report the same 
to the Health Officer, who shall be authorized to give a certificate 
of death as aforesaid, provided it be not a case requiring the 
attendance of the coroner. Every sexton or other person having 
charge of any vault, burying-ground, or cemetery within the said 
city, and every undertaker or other person who shall remove any 
dead body from or out of the said city, shall return the said cer- 
tificates to the Health Officer before twelve o’clock M., on the Satur- 
day of every week, accompanied by a schedule of the same, which 
returns shall be published weekly by the Health Officer, in such 
manner as may be designated by the Board of Health. 

‘¢Snc. 5. That in case any physician or the coroner shall refuse 
or neglect to furnish such certificate as aforesaid, he shall forfeit 
and pay the sum of five dollars for each offence; and every un- 
dertaker, sexton, or other person removing the dead body of any 
person, or having charge of any vault, burying-ground, or cemetery, 
who refuses or neglects to perform any of the duties required by 
this act, shall forfeit and pay for every such offence the sum of 
twenty-five dollars; which sums shall in every case be recoverable 
in the manner and for the uses prescribed in an act entitled ‘An 
Act for establishing a Health Office,’”’ etc. 

‘Sec. 11. That the Health Officer shall receive, for the use of 
the Board of Health, fifty cents for granting a certificate or certified 
copy of the record of any marriage, birth, or death, and ten cents 
for making a search for either a marriage, birth, or death, which 
sums shall be paid by the party applying for the certificate or 
search; but the said registers shall at ‘all times be accessible to 
physicians, clergymen, and lawyers, without charge.”

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Disposition of Dead Bodies.—In order to the interment of a 
body, a certificate is absolutely necessary, signed either by a phy- 
sician, by the Coroner, or by the Health Officer. No written 
certificate can be received, unless it comes from the country, or 
from another State, as none such is admitted at the Registration 
Office. 

Bodies brought from beyond the limits of the city for interment, 
if in charge of a city undertaker, must have his certificate ap- 
pended to the certificate of death. | | 

No disinterment or removal of a body from one grave or vault 
to another in the same burial-ground or cemetery, or from one 
burial-ground or cemetery to another, is allowed without a permit 
from the Health Office. 

A permit from the Health Officer is necessary for the removal of 
a body from the city for burial, and can be obtained by the under- 
taker, or other person having the body in charge, by application 
at the Health Office. The same rule applies to bodies merely in 
transit through the city—a permit must be obtained.

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The Coroner 


Is appointed by the electors of the County every 
three years. The present incumbent is Samuel 
Daniels, and his Deputy, James M. Fletcher. His 
office is at No. 104 South Fifth Street, below Chestnut, 
under the office of the Highway Department. 

The Coroner’s functions are sufficiently defined in 
the following extract from an act of the General As- 
sembly, approved the 22d day of March, A.D. 1867, 
which declares— 

«‘That it shall be the duty of the Coroner of the City and County 
of Philadelphia, to hold an inquest on the body of any deceased 
person who shall have died a violent death, or whose death shall 
be sudden; provided, that such sudden death be after an illness of 
less than twenty-four hours, and that no regular practising physi- 
cian shall have been in attendance within said time, or that 
suspicious circumstances shall render the same necessary, which 
said suspicions shall first be sworn to by one or more citizens of 
said city.” 

Violent deaths include homicides, death from erimi- 
nal abortion, infanticides, suicides, and deaths from 
any kind of accident—such as injuries from having 
been run over in the street, from machinery, from 
falls, burns, scalds, or accidental poisoning or drown- 
ing, etc. In any of the above or like cases, it is the 
duty of the physician to refuse to give a certificate of 
death. The Coroner should at once be notified. 

When a physician, attending a person who has been 
injured by the criminal act of another, discovers that 
his patient is in imminent danger of death, in order 
that justice should be done, it is his duty to give 
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notice to the Coroner of the fact, so that a dying de- 
claration may be taken, and the offender arrested. 

The duties of the physician in case of sudden death 
are clearly indicated by the act and proviso. No phy- 
sician should give a certificate of a death when it is 
impossible for him to have exact knowledge of its 
cause. 

Notice should be sent to the Coroner’s office, 
No. 104 South Fifth Street, below Chestnut, or to 
any police station.

Act or Conersss, Approved Juxx 80, 1834. 

“Seo. 1. Be it enacted, fc., That from and after the passing of 
this Act, no person shall receive the appointment of assistant sur- 
geon in the army of the United States, unless he shall have been

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examined and approved by an Army Medical Board, to consist of 
not less than three Surgeons or Assistant Surgeons, who shall be 
designated for that purpose by the Secretary of War; and no per- 
son shall receive the appointment of Surgeon in the Army of the 
United States, unless he shall have served at least five years as an 
Assistant Surgeon, and unless, also, he shall have been examined 
by an Army Medical Board constituted as aforesaid.” 


Act oF Conaress, Approved Juty 28, 1866. 


‘“‘Sro. 17. And be it further enacted, That the Medical Depart- 
ment of the Army shall hereafter consist of one Surgeon-General 
* * %* * One Assistant Surgeon-General * * * *

x * %* j%* Sixty Surgeons, with the rank, pay, and emolu- 
ments of Majors of Cavalry.

All candidates for appointment in the Medical Corps, must apply 
to the Surgeon-General U. 8. Army, for an invitation to appear 
before the Medical Examining Board. The application must be in 
the hand-writing of the candidate, stating age and birthplace, and 
be accompanied by testimonials from professors of the college in 
which he graduated, or from other physicians of good repute. If 
the candidate has been in the Medical Service of the Army during 
the war, the fact should be stated, together with his former rank, 
and time and place of service, and testimonials as to qualifications 
and character from officers with whom he has served should also 
be forwarded. 

Candidates must be graduates of some regular Medical College, 
proof of which must be submitted to the Board before examination, 
and they must be between twenty-one and thirty years of age. 

The morals, habits, and physical and mental qualifications of 
each candidate will be subjects for careful examination by the 
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- Board, and a favorable report will not be made in any case in 
which there is a reasonable doubt. 

The following will be the general plan of examination :— 

1. A short essay, either autobiographical or upon some profes- 
sional subject—to be indicated by the Board. 

2. Physical examination. This will be rigid, and each candidate 
will be required to certify ‘‘ that he labors under no mental or physt- 
cal infirmity, nor disability of any kind which can in any way interfere 
with the most efficient discharge of his duties in any climate.” 

3. Examination as to general aptitude and education. 

4, Written examination on anatomy, physiology, bygiene, sur- 
gery, and practice of medicine. 

5. Oral examination on each of the above mentioned subjects, 
and also on obstetrics, general pathology, chemistry, toxicology, 

medical jurisprudence, and materia medica. 

6. Clinical examination, medical and surgical, at a hospital. 

7. Performance of surgical operations on the cadaver. 

The Board will deviate from this general plan whenever neces- 
sary, in such manner as they deem best to secure the interests of 
the service. 

The Board will report the merits of the candidates in the several 
branches of the examination, and their relative merit in the whole, 
according to which, if vacancies exist within two years thereafter, 
the approved candidates will receive appointments and take rank in 
the Medical Corps. 

An applicant failing at one examination, may be allowed a second 
after one year, but not a third. : 

No allowance will be made for the expenses of persons under- 
going examination, as this is an indispensable prerequisite to ap- 
pointment, but those who are approved and receive appointments, 
will be entitled to transportation on their obeying their first order. 

If the result of the examination of a candidate be satisfactory, 
he will be offered a contract for duty as Acting Assistant Surgeon 
until such time as he can be appointed or commissioned as Assistant 
Surgeon,

The subjoined regulations for admission and pro- 
motion in the Medical Department of the Navy are 
those in force at the present time. 


It is prescribed by law that no person shall be appointed in this 
‘pranch of the service who has not been examined and found quali- 
| fied by a Board of Naval Surgeons, designated by the Secretary of 
| the Navy. 

A Board of Naval Surgeons will be assembled annually, at such 
place as may be indicated by the Department, usually about the 
close of the lecture season of the colleges, for the examination and 
selection of candidates for admission into the Medical Corps of 

the Navy, as well as for the examination of Assistant Surgeons 
who may be candidates for promotion. 

Application for permission to attend the examination for admis- 
sion to the Medical Corps of the Navy must be addressed to the 
Secretary of the Navy, stating the age and residence of the appli- 
/ cant, and be accompanied by respectable testimonials of his pos- 

sessing the moral and physical qualifications requisite for filling 
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creditably the responsible position of a Medical Officer of the 
Navy. 

' The application of no one will be considered who is under 
twenty-one or over twenty-six years of age. 

The permission will state the time and place of the meeting of 
the Board. 

The Board rigidly scrutinizes the physical qualifications of each 
candidate, as well as his moral, mental, and professional. fitness 
for the Naval Service; and reports favorably upon no case admit- 
ting of a reasonable doubt, as the health and the lives of the offi- 
cers and men of the Navy are objects too important to be intrusted 
to ignorant or incompetent persons. ‘ 

The Board reports the relative merit of the candidates as shown 
by the examination; and appointments will be made in the Navy 
as vacancies may. occur, in the order in which they may be re- 
ported by the Board. : 

No qualified candidate will be held over for appointment beyond 
one year; if not appointed within that time, it will be necessary 
for a candidate to be re-examined, when he will take position with 
the class last examined. 

Physical examination will precede the professional. No candi- 
date not physically qualified for the active duties of the service 
will be examined professionally. The Board will make a separate 
report in each case of the physical condition direct to the Depart- 
ment, to be placed on file with the testimonials of the candidate. 

‘No allowance is made for the expenses of persons undergoing 
these examinations, as they are indispensable prerequisites to 
appointment. 

Assistant Surgeons are entitled to an examination for promotion 
after they have passed two years ‘on board a public vessel of the 
United States at sea.” 

In order that the relative position of Assistant Surgeons of the 
same date, who shall be examined for promotion at different times, 
may be more readily determined, a majority of the members of the 
Board will be selected, if practicable, from those who served on 
the next preceding Board. 
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_ Assistant Surgeons who are candidates for promotion shall pre- 
sent to the Board testimonials of correct deportment and habits of 
ndustry from the Surgeons with whom they have been associated 
on duty; also, a Journal of Practice, or Case Book, in their own 
hand-writing. They are expected to be familiar with all the details 
of duty specified in the ‘Instructions for the government of Medi- 
cal Officers.” 

Any Assistant Surgeon who shall fail to present. himself for 
examination after he has been ordered (unless for reasons which 
may be satisfactory to the Department), or who, after examination, 
shall be reported by the Board as ‘‘not qualified” for promotion, 
shall be dropped from the list of Officers of the Navy.

The following further statements are made by 
authority of the Chief of Bureau :— 


Candidates for admission will be required to write a letter to the 
Board, stating how far they have complied with the requirements 
of the Department; their age, their birthplace, place of collegiate 
or academic education, of medical education, whether graduated or 
not; name and residence of medical instructor. 

If the statement be satisfactory, a subject is to be proposed by 
the Board, upon which the candidate shall write a dissertation in 
private, a specified time being allowed him for this purpose. Upon — 
the general character of this thesis, its literary and professional 
evidences, it shall be decided whether or not a professional exa- 
mination be commenced. 
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Gross errors of grammar or orthography, and other marks of 
illiteracy, and manifest ignorance of professional subjects, shall be 
sufficient to preclude further examination. 

If the professional examination be admitted, then— 

1. A series of written questions shall be submitted to the can- 
didate, to be answered in like manner in private, embracing the 
leading features of the various departments of the profession. 

2. Object examination shall embrace the appearance and physi- 
cal properties, as well as the chemical composition and therapeutic 
uses, of the various articles of the materia medica; writing pre- 
scriptions, and the art of compounding medicine. 

3. The candidate shall be required to diagnose such cases in the 
wards of the hospital as the Board shall indicate, and to assign 
reasons for his conclusions; also to perform such dissections or 
operations on the cadaver as opportunity may permit, and apply 
splints, bandages, &c. 

4, The oral examination will be as comprehensive as the Board 
may think necessary to determine fully the competency of the can- 
didate. 

The candidate may introduce a friend to the examination-room 
at.any time, except when occupied in preparing his thesis or 
answers to written questions. 

The written questions and answers shall be forwarded to this
